ton Beacham has been instructed bj 
the Washington authorities to use ev 
«ry means necessary to prevent pro 
fiteering by dealers in food, and then 
is no doubt that some real activity 
-will begin without delay, as report 
Teaching him indicate that some dea: 
ers have taken undue advantage o 
the public and are raising their price 
beyond what the food administratio 
terms a "reasonable profit." 
' Repeated warnings have been is 
sued to acquaint the public with th 
fact that the United States food ad 
ministration is still active and in con 
trol 
of 
certain 
food commoditiei 


Erroneous reports circulated throug 
the country some time ago to the e 
feet that the 
food 
administratio 


would end January 1 were not ai 
thentic, as the food administratio 
remains on the job and is especiall 
authorized to deal with flagrant an 
•wrongful practices on the part o 
•dealers. 


While some of the rulings of th 


food administration have been part1 


relaxed and others repealed complet 
ly, the rules which gave margins 
profit on food commodities remain i 
full force and effect.

It will be of interest to hunters and 
thers to learn that the migratory 
ird treaty made by the United-States 
ith .Canada prohibits the killing in

of which includes the 


gret, roseate spoonbill, little brown 
andhill and whooping crane, wood 
ucks, curlews, willet, upland plover, 
itterns, all 'gulls and terns', loons, 
hearwaters, all herons, little blue, 
reen and great blue herons, petrels 
nd sandpiper, ground.doves, meadow 
arks, robins, thrushes, cardinal or 
edbird, night hawks or bull bats 
rhippoorwills, grossbeaks, mocking 
lirds, woodpeckers, flickers or yel 
owhammers, martins, orioles, swifts 
wallows, red starks. titmice, wrens 
vaxwings, and all other birds whicr 
eed chiefly on insects and are other 
vise valuable to the farmer and truck 
;rower. Violations will be prosecuted 
n the United States district court 
'he maximum fine for each violatioi 
f the law is $500 ,and imprisonmen 
many be imposed. Capt. Pacetti wil 
iay special attention to boys or others 
ivho go into the woods with 22-calibn 
tr air rifles, killing song and insect! 
rorous birds.

city, became a victim of pneumonia 
and died at 8 o'clock last night at the

Mr. and Mrs. Vincent and children 
ame here from Arcadia to spend 
:iristmas with relatives, happy in the 
rospect of a pleasant Christmas va- 
ition and little thinking that the hap- 
ness of the holiday season could be 


> soon turned to sadness. 
Mr. Vin- 


ent was taken ill with influenza but 
d not think his illness was serious 
nd prepared to return to his work at 
rcadia. Before he could get to the 
•ain, however, he did not feel able to 
lake the trip and returned to the 
hillips home. He grew rapidly worse 
nd pneumonia developed. 
Mr. Vincent was formerly foreman 
f the railroad shops here, but left 
ere about five years ago for Cuba, 
here he was manager of a large 
[antation for several years. Mr. and 


[rs. 
Vincent and children were here 


jr a visit last summer, Mr. Vincent 
oing to Washington as a representa- 
ve of a number of growers in Cuba 


ask for better shipping facilities 


rom the island. Because of the un- 
ertainty of getting their stuff to the 
nited States markets, Mr. Vincent 
nd family returned to Florida and he 
ecepted a position as manager of a 
icking house at Arcadia. 


This is a story to be read after Christmas and New 


fear's—following the holiday ^celebrations. 


I have been hungry in Russia, and now, after your fine din- 


iers, I want to tell you how it feels to? be hungry; how perhaps 
1,000,000 people in Russia feel at this minute. 
, I want:to put down the cold, bare facts. 


People in Russia are not starving like foodless men in an 


'pen boat on the high seas. 


They always find something to eat; most of them. 
That's the tragedy of it. 
Bark from trees is their bread; meat from the bones of 


tarved animals; flesh from beasts or pets that have died of 
ickness; soup without meat or fat in it; soup made of water, 
alted and tinged with some vegetable. They go through the 
orms of eating something, but their systems grow weaker and 
weaker. 


In Petrograd, when the hanger spell began, after the revo- 


ution, I found myself hating the coming meal time, because of 
he black bread, the little piece of boiled fish or the strange 
mixture of unknown meat and vegetables. 
And yet my 


tomach led me to the table. I knew that it would ache with 
ndigestion within a few hours after the meal; that it would 
•ebel against the uneatable things that I was eating because 
here was nothing else to eat. And so I ate. 


As the weeks went by, and meal time after meal time, 


each more hated that the other, passed in turn, I began to lose 
weight. All my friends lost weight. We used to'joke about 
t, and laughing, pull out our vests to show how much too large 
hey were. When we DID get meat, we never asked what kind 
t was. 


But, 
alone by myself, I didn't joke about it. 


A terrible fear came over me. 
"There is nothing to eat that will make me strong. What 


I am eating is making me weaker every day," I thought to 
myself. But at least once a day I was forced to go to some 
restaurant and pay a fabulous price for a meal which I swal- 
lowed through will power alone. 


Once I paid $4 for two tiny birds which, I had reason to 


believe, had been captured on the asphalt pavement near the 
restaurant. 


The fear grew into a panic. 
"Suppose I get sick?" came the question. "Suppose I 


find myself no longer able to eat this wet, black bread, with 
sand in it; this unfresh, boiled fish, or this stringy meat? 
will have to diet, then, on milk and eggs and toast; and there 
are no eggs or milk or toast in Russia." 


It was a panic that drove me out of Russia, at last, weigh 


ing 21 pounds less than when I entered nine months before. 


I had plenty of money and I lived as well as possible in 


Petrograd. ' The poor died on every hand. They couldn't bu> 
even make-believe food; and they couldn't leave Petrograd. 


Eleven million people,* it is estimated, in Russia, will starve 


this winter; most of them, at least, will go through the hunge 
horror and perish of illness that poor feeding provokes.

MANY CHANGES IN 


TRAIN TIMES SHOWN 


EEKING STATE AID 


FOR DIXIE HIGHWAY 


The establishment of the Dixie high- 
ay from Royal Palm park to the 
eorgia line.as a state aid road, and 
change in the state tax laws to pro- 
ide a greater return of the automo- 
ile tax money from the state to the 
ounties for use in highway upkeep, 
re two propositions which the Miami 
lotor club will endeavor to "put 
ver" during the early months of 


919, 
says the Miami Metropolis. 


It is believed that $300,000 would 
ut the entire stretch of the Dixie 
ighway from 
Florida City to the 


eorgia line in splendid shape. If the 
tate will make this stretch a state 
id road, it is believed that the va- 
ious counties will raise their end of 
le big fund. 
Under the state aid 


egulations, the state 
and county 


pend like sums on road construction, 
hich would mean that Florida's road 
epartment would put up $150,000 of 
,ie amount needed if the counties 
vould raise an equal amount. 


At present the state road depart- 


ment has on hand about £350,000 of 
ederal aid money to be used in road 
onstruction, and it is likely that the 
:ntire amount will be spent on the 
ither two state aid roads—No. 1, from 
'ensacola to Jacksonville, and No. 2, 
rom Valdosta to Fort Myers—unless 
he East Coast road can be included. 


The club intends to point out to the 


oad 
department 
the 
necessity of 


keeping up the East Coast road, as 
much of Florida's most valuable busi- 
ness interests are in this part of the 
state, to say nothing of the large num- 
ber of winter visitors that can be 
brought here if the roads are in good 
condition. 


At present the bad spots are from 


Jacksonville north to the state bound- 


ary, 
a distance of about 20 miles; 


about 10 miles in Flagler county, 20 
miles in St. Lucie county, and a num 
her of rough spots in Broward county

Erroneous reports circulated through 
the country some time ago to the ef- 
fect that the 
food 
administration 


would end January 1 were not au- 
thentic, as the food administration 
remains on the job and is especially 
authorized to deal with flagrant and 
wrongful practices on the part of 
•dealers. 


While some of the rulings of the 


food administration have been partly 
relaxed and others repealed complete- 
ly, the rules which gave margins of 
profit on food commodities remain in 
full force and effect.

bird law in this district, as well as 
the enforcement of the game laws. 
Capt. Pacetti is still acting as inspect- 
or of federal bird 
reservations, of 


which there are nine in the state. He 
has just returned from a trip to the 
gulf coast. 


It will be of interest to hunters and 


others to learn that the migratory 
bird treaty made by the United-States 
with .Canada prohibits the killing in 
any season of the following "birds," the 
Florida list 
of which includes the 


egret, roseate spoonbill, little brown, 
sandhill and whooping crane, wood 
ducks, curlews, willet, upland plover, 
bitterns, all 'gulls and terns', loons, 
shearwaters, all herons, little blue, 
green and great blue herons, petrels 
and sandpiper, ground doves, meadow 
larks, robins, thrushes, cardinal or 
redbird, night hawks or bull bats, 
whippoorwills, grossbeaks, mocking 
birds, woodpeckers, flickers or yel- 
lowhammers, martins, orioles, swifts, 
swallows, red starks. titmice, wrens, 
waxwings, and all other birds which 
feed chiefly on insects and are other- 
wise valuable to the farmer and truck 
rower. Violations will be prosecuted 
in the United States district court. 
The maximum fine for each violation 
of the law is $500 ,and imprisonment 
many be imposed. Capt. Pacetti will 
pay special attention to boys or others 
who go into the woods with 22-calibre 
or air rifles, killing song and insecti- 
vorous birds. 


Sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, marshals 


and other peace officers are ex-of- 
ficio wardens and may be called on 
to make arrests for violations. 
The 


federal act provides protection for all 
migratory game birds between sunset 
and sunrise. 


It should not be forgotten that 


where state laws conflict with federal 
regulations protecting migratory birds 
the federal law takes 
precedence.

HOLIDAY FEASTING—WHAT DID IT MEAN 


AND WHAT IT MEANS Td MILLIONS OF STARVING.

(Late of Petrograd) 


This is a story to be read after Christmas and New 


Year's—following the holiday celebrations. 


J have been hungry in Russia, and now, after your fine din- 


ners, I want to tell you how it feels to be hungry; how perhaps 
11,000,000 people in Russia feel at this minute. 


j, . . I want:to put down the cold, bare facts. 


People in Russia are not starving like foodless men in an 


open boat on the high seas. 


They always find something to eat; most of them. 
That's the tragedy of it. 
Bark from trees is their bread; meat from the bones of 


starved animals; flesh from beasts or pets that have died of 
sickness; soup without meat or fat in it; soup made of water, 
salted and tinged with some vegetable. They go through the 
forms of eating something, but their systems grow weaker and 
weaker. 


In Petrograd, when the hanger spell began, after the revo- 


lution, I found myself hating the coming meal time, because of 
the black bread, the little piece of boiled fish or the strange 
mixture of unknown meat and vegetables. 
And yet my 


tomach led me to the table. I knew that it would ache with 
indigestion within a few hours after the meal; that it would 
rebel against the uneatable things that I was eating because 
there was nothing else to eat. And so I ate. 


As the weeks went by, and meal time after meal time, 


each more hated that the other, passed in turn, I began to lose 
weight. All my friends lost weight. We used to'joke about 
it, and laughing, pull out our vests to show how much too large 
they were. When we DID get meat, we never asked what kind 
it was. 


But, alone by myself, I didn't joke about it. 
A terrible fear came over me. 
"There is nothing to eat that will make me strong. What 


I am eating is making me weaker every day," I thought to 
myself. But at least once a day I was forced to go to some 
restaurant and pay a fabulous price for a meal which I swal- 
lowed through will power alone. 


Once I paid $4 for two tiny birds which, I had reason to 


believe, had been captured on the asphalt pavement near the 
restaurant. 


The fear grew into a panic. 
"Suppose I get sick?" came the question. "Suppose I 


find myself no longer able to eat this wet, black bread, with 
sand in it; this unfresh, boiled fish, or this stringy meat? 
I 


will have to diet, then, on milk and eggs and toast; and there 
are no eggs or milk or toast in Russia." 


It was a panic that drove me out of Russia, at last, weigh- 


ing 21 pounds less than when I entered nine months before. 


I had plenty of money and I lived as well as possible in 


Petrograd. The poor died on every hand. They couldn't buy 
even make-believe food; and they couldn't leave Petrograd. 


Eleven million people,'it is estimated, in Russia, will starve 


this winter; most of them, at least, will go through the hunger 
horror and perish of illness that poor feeding provokes.

SEEKING STATE AID 


FOR DIXIE HIGHWAY 


The establishment of the Dixie high- 


way from Royal Palm park to the 
Georgia line.as a state aid road, and 
a change in the state tax laws to pro- 
vide a greater return of the automo- 
bile tax money from the state to the 
counties for use in highway upkeep, 
are two propositions which the Miami 
Motor club will endeavor to "put 
over" during the early months of 


1919, 
says the Miami Metropolis. 


It is believed that $300,000 would 


put the entire stretch of the Dixie 
highway from 
Florida City to the 


Georgia line in splendid shape. If the 
state will make this stretch a state 
aid road, it is believed that the va- 
rious counties will raise their end of 
the big fund. 
Under the state aid 


regulations, the state 
and county 


spend like sums on road construction, 
which would mean that Florida's road 
department would put up $150,000 of 
the amount needed if the counties 
would raise an equal amount. 


At present the state road depart- 


ment has on hand about £350,000 of 
federal aid money to be used in road 
construction, and it is likely that the 
entire amount will be spent on the 
other two state aid roads—No. 1, from 
Pensacola to Jacksonville, and No. 2, 
from Valdosta to Fort Myers—unless 
the East Coast road can be included. 


The club intends to point out to the 


road 
department 
the 
necessity of 


keeping up the East Coast road, as 
much of Florida's most valuable busi- 
ness interests are in this part of the 
state, to say nothing of the large num- 
ber of winter visitors that can be 
brought here if the roads are in good 
condition. 


At present the bad spots are from 


Jacksonville north to the state bound- 
ary, a distance of about 20 miles; 
about 10 miles in Flagler county, 20 
miles in St. Lucie county, and a num- 
ber of rough spots in Broward county.
